TROUBLE IN THE CAM? 

An Exciting Day For the West- 
Am Commonwealers. 

NOW AT COUNCIL BLUFFS, lA. 
I 

ritl/i'iis OriiiiiiKl Tniii<i)inrtaUim Mat Piir 
Kelly and Uls Alen, bat Ar* ■•fliMd by 
tiM BaUroad OfloteU— Woman Jolm In 
the nrov«-iii<'iit - A Sciaad Trala Ttarllnad 
by Kelly— Coxoy's Movamaata. 

Omaha, April 21.— Three thoosand lar 
boring im 11 marched out of Omahs yes- 
terday witli baiiiu'iH (lying l)onnd for the 
camp ol' (iencral Kelly's coiiminnwt'al- 
erB at Weston, la., 14 miles eaut of 
Council BlnffH. It WM done upon the 
signal agreed upon at a meeting of the 
Central Labor tinion— thu riuging of 
church bells and the bldwiiiL, of whiHtii-H 
was given annonncin;,' that Kelly's 
army \v;w still at Weston, unable tO le- 
ture a train for the east. 

in;^ide ot hve minutes 1,000 men had 
gathered at Jelfcraon square, and were 
quickly organized into compames with 
a captain for every 10 men. The march 
was then taken np throagh the prmcipal 
Btreets. At c»v( ry street recruits were 
received, ami wiien the column reached 
the Paxton hotel there were 2..">0;» men 
iu line. Each company was i rovided 
with an American dug, and as fa^t as 
recruits joined they were formed into 
companies and pi-ovided with banners. 

At Eleventh and Famuiu streets the 
main column was met by a detachment 
of 500 men. They jomed forces aiul 
proceeded to the Douglass street bridge 
•orosQ the Missouri river. It had '^teii 
expected that the Union Facifio shop- 
men would join the column at tms 
point, but that part ol the program was 
not carried ont, for the company warned 
the men when they came* to w«rk that 
those working woQld be expected tore' 
main on duty all day. 

All th« men ■eemMl to be in ezoellent 
s}>./ltsaiid determined that the match 
suould mean business. The column tiad 
bean nwaded to Cotmcil Bluffs by a 
oonamlM ef prominent dtizens, ap- 
potnted at the meeting of the Central 
Labor nnion. The committee was to 
call on Governor Jackson and the man 
agen of the railroads and urge tiiat the 
commonwealers be at onoe started on 
.their way east. 

While the cdnmn was marching tO' 
wards the Miaaonri, Gtoieral Kelly was 
in Omaha seated in the private car of 
Preddent St. John of the Rook Island 
road holding an animated conference, 
Mr. St. John said, in response to a re- 
qu(«t for a train, that he was not in a 
position to grant it even should he desire 
to do so, as the matter was now wholly 
in tbe hands of the presidents of the 
Iowa Trunk lines and no one road oould 
grant a request for a train unless the 
piresidents of all the other lines agreed 

General Kelly then left the car and 
called on other friends for advice. ( > 
uroiniuent man suggested that the army 
levy on the fanners for horses and 
wagons; that the army be split up into 
squads of 100 men eMfa, and that they 
spread out over a stretch of territory 
86 miles wide and march on foot across 
the state. It was suggedted that such a 
plan would soon bring the people of the 
state to time, for the army would pra'-- 
tically devastate the country through 
which it passes, and the railroads would 
then be forced to take the commonweal- 
ers up and carry them out of the coun- 
try. 

General Kelly said the plan seemed 
to him a good one and he thought it 
might be tried. He agreed to call a 
council of his ofHcers and place the plan 
before them. Alter deliberation, if they 
agreed to it. the plan would be adopted. 
The general later left for Council BinfiEs. 

It is said that some of the anarchists 
who wei-e in the column marching out 
of Omaha had some dynamite with thMD, 
but how much is not known. 

W'hm < leiieral Kelly reached Council 
BlufiH an interview wajs at once held 
with I liivt i nor Ja. ksoii and the attorney 
general. Tin- intervitfw was a prolon^'ed 
one, must!)- a monologue, for Uoveinor 
JackHon took occasion to review in de- 
tail uU the sections he had taken, the 
purport beiiii,' that ho had taken every 
ijieaiia j)o.-8i''le t() gt,t the army on its 
way, and that th.> state authorities had 
not laid a straw of detentioD- in its 
way. 

His conespoiuience with railway offi- 
cials had roRulled iu nothing so far as 
Northwestern. Milwaukee and St. Paul 
and the i urlingto.i were concerned, 
they refusing to du anvthing. The Rock 
Island at tii-st suggeste<l that they might 
take half the army to Davenport if the 
St. Paul Would take the other half totiie 
river, the railways to he paid a fair rate, 
Ob might sei iiis just to tiio governor. 
The governor h.id agreed to lecomp. ii-o 
the roads, alth-;u,h ijiero was no author- 
ity tor him to put his hand into the Stale 
treftsury for that purpose. 

'i'his proposition to take the men across 
the state ha<l be.n recalled later, and 
now tliu railways would do nothinu' but 
transport ihem aa other passeniiers at 
fiul rates. H>» notifie l Kelly that the 
< ilizens of ( 'oiiiicil Bliilfs had urraii'ied 
to furnish boiit.s to take the army to 
Ivansas City ami to provide them with 
shelter here and .uiipl.' proviMions while 
the prejiarutioiis for this trip Were being 
made. 

Kelly replied that he iireferred to go 
east, but he would take the iiroiHJriitiou 
to his camp, let the boys decide and he 
would wire back his answer. 

A committee eoinposod of the best cit- 
izens of the eitv seat the following m<s- 
sages to the presidents of the Iowa Trunk 
lines: 

Kelly's army ia at Weston expu«e<l to 
tbs elements with proTisions for two days; 
nra sulTering, but patient, and united in 
their detenninatiou to go through. Have 
thus tar committed no trespass whatever; 
aaa orderly and obadisat to all 



01 tneir leaoers, and are being forninhed 
with provisions by the charity of the peo 
pie of Iowa. We have thrown the respen 
sibility upon our state officers for the gn at 

gravity of the situaMon. Can you r it 
gentlemen, for the great corponitioiiH y.m 
represent, nmuine to do, in the lnier( <ts of 
humanity, what you would not be jii.stilii 
ill doing except in this eiHei;,'i iH y »

From the governmeut building we are 
reviewing a procos.Hion of 80,000 cltiseng of 
Omaha. VV" understand they have come 
over to demand with force of numbers that 
something b<> done to provide transporta- 
tion for Kelly's army. The oitisena are 
now headed towards the Milwaukee 
tracks. If yoa were b»:» vou wotdd real- 
ise that something staoald be done at onee. 
We appeal to you to help rel ie ve tliis eom* 
mnnity from the impending danger that 
threatens pnd relieve the sufferings of 
tbsM men, which has aroused these com 
rannities 

This w.is signeil liy .iudges of the su 
preiiie and distncl c .tirus, clerk of the 
federal court a. id the postmaster. 

While the ( (^innnttee which had de 
vised Uie si-eon, I iuess;>L;e was still m the 
telegr,<ph oiiice another committee was 
clamoring for the attention of the man 
ager to send another mt-s.-)age to the 
presidents of the roa' Is. It was as fol- 
lows: "(jinHha and Cotineil iJlulf-? re- 
(juest immeoiate transportation lor Kel 
ly s army from Cotmuil BlnOstoChi 
cage. " 

It W.I8 ;! o'clock before replies Vv-ere 
received from the inessa^ces to the rail 
way pre->i(leiits denj- iig tiie reipiesl, and 
then the coiL^ereiiCf- betw en the ( iti7> lis 
commit tee anil ttie railway oilicials endfd 
The iiiforniation that no train would 1^ 
furnisheil was conveyed to t le waiiin 
thousands who had ci ngregated about 
the courthouse to await the coming of 
Chairman Tie lienor. Re;uhinic tho 
grounds, he ell)owed his way throu 
the crowd and asceiide l the eourtiiousi 
steps. When he annuuiieed the ri'^iii; I:' 
the conference it whs greeted with roars 
of h( wis, jeers and hisse.^. 

After making a short address ho stat 
the committee ha I decidid to wait until 
4 o'clock, at which hour, if i o train was 
furnished, one would te t iken and run 
out to Kelly's camp, where his men 
would be loaded on and started on their 
journey. He spoke in strong terms 
against violence, and cautioned the mi-n 
against any destnu tion of prop rty. As 
Eoon as the meeting on the courtho<:se 
8<iuare adjourned, led by a band an 1 
with thousands of Hags, the men lorme<]. 
in line and marched to Baylies park, 

While the committee of Omaha men 
was interviewing the governor in Attor 
ney Qeneral Stone's otHce a somewhat 
similar and yet decidedly different scene 
was being enacted in the law office of 
Wnght & Baldwin. About 35 women, 
in response to a QiU iained during the 
early morning, had collected at Doha- 
ney^ opera house, and nn l«r the leader 
ship of Mr*. Fred Herman want to m:a 
Mr. Baldwin. 

The ladies had formed a notion among 
themselves that Baldwin was an ogre 
w^ho afl small babies for breakfast, and 
they were C'lnsequently prepared to i 
tears in unlimited quantities in getting 
him to subscribe to the idea of furnish- 
ing transportation for the Kellyites east- 
ward. One group of women tackled 
Baldwin and another Wright. The in- 
terview was e.xciting to some, amusing 
to others and protitable to no one. Mr 
Baldwin explained that it was impos-i 
ble for him to act contrary to the desires 
of the railway oflicials to whose orders 
be was subject. He referred the ladies 
to the governor. 

The ladies succeeded in adding to the 
general tumult, but obtained out little 
satisfaction from the governor. Mrs. 
Hermann said she had just cumpletid an 
orgaui/.ation of 300 ladies of Counra 
Blutis and that if other means to aid 
Kelly in his onward march failed, she 
uud lier fol'owers would take possession 
i)f a train, .-■ 'eing tliat it reached CI 
cuLco. i las lady is working in uonjuno- 
tiou with tlie covimittees ud is back d 
by the entire committee. 

.AH the eastern railways in this city 
pulled their engines hud cars out of 
Council Blufi's. as prouipt action seem- i 
nece.ssary t avoid trouble. About this 
time fully ~ (H)0 more lueu » ross' d tlio 
bridge f .- oin Omaha into Council Bluils 
on tilt- way to join the crowd that pre- 
ceded them. 

When all hope of securing a train 
from the otiiciais had vanished tiie 
crowd Went aimle.s3ly from Bayliss jiark, 
where it had listened to the ivildresses of 
tho leaders. Tho leaders had vaiiishful 
and the men were getting restless iu t' -> 
cold, when from the south came murcn- 
ing ;tOO Women, headed by Mrs. tlcr- 
maitn. 

This gave new life to the men, and 
when tho women projKwed to go to the 
transfer and take a train tho march wiis 
quickly started in that dn ectiou. At the 
transfer luj effort w.is made to take a 
fast mail engine, but it failed. Then 
when the men m emeil ready to (pht 
again one young woman, wh > stood by 
a group of Union Pacific engineers, said: 
' ■If I was a man I would hava an en- 
gine." 

This wiw all that was nseded. A 

Union Pacilic bridge engine was stand 
ing there. Veteran Engineer Nicl; 
Weeks had his head out of the window. 
His son, (it'or-;e, aist) a Union I'acih^; 
engineer, calletl on uim to get down and 
he did so. In a few moments the men 
had 11) iiridge engines and were busily 
engaged searching the yards for empties. 
Finally tliey were found and were soon 
on the way to Weston. 

Kelly's army was anxiously waiting 
results of efforts of friends in Omaiia 
and Council Bluffs. No ti-ains had 
passed them since 11 o'clock in the uiom- 
ing, and the rumora are so conflicting 
that they knew not what to expect. The 
people near thaie are imitating the ex- 
ample of Omaha's citizens and are giv- 
ingthe army food. Twenty-one citizens 
oTPersia filled several wagons with pro- 
viskms and drove ov«r bar*. Tber could 



notgectne rauwajrs to move tne pro- 
visions. The citisms of Underwood sent 
over a load of comforts and blankets, 
tud there have been many visitors to the 

ctunp. 

The Milwaukee company ran all their 
trains and cars out from the Bliitfs in 
the morning and then pulled up their 
tracks near Neola, so that if the meu 
captured a train they could iK>t get far. 

Aside from teleip-uphic communloa- 
tion, the place is cut off from the ont- 
side world. 

When word was received that 9,0<)u 
men had captnn d a Union PacUio train 
in the Bluffs and wert on tbelr Way to 
the camp. Agent Chittwdau, at WeMon, 
sent for the section boss. Who waa or- 
dti'ud to take his men and tear up 
enough of the Hock Island track west of 
the switch tonrevent trains trom passing 
the town. 'Work wai begun at ouc^. 
but before it nroceeded far. the Kellv- 
ites naa snrrounaea me secaonmen ana 
p< rsuaded them to desist. 

The sectioumen threw down their 
tools, only one rail having been remove<l. 
Kelly's men (ju.ckly replace<l the rail 
and drove home the spikes. Then Agent 
Chittenden came np and ordered the sec- 
tionmen to tear up the track again. His 
deliberate attempt tu wreck the train 
aroused the wrath of tho Kellyites. 
Their demonstrations were such that t' i 
agent fl> d back to the depot, f(dlow«l by 
the sectioninen. 

Kelly dicliiHfd e.en to go back to 
Council Bluils. i.e sai l it woulU put 
his men iu tho light oi law breakers. 

"Li t us take your men back." was 
urged, and HO »\x men who are diiaUod 

were put o:i board. 

Kelly has issueil an app<-al to the citi- 
zens of Iowa and Nebraska to aid liim 
With trains and wagons to transport Us 

camp etiuipaiLO, nnd will start across the 
country on foot. 

Appeals wera made during the day 
for the protection of railroad property, 
but nothing wan disturbed. 

It was reported that Governor Jack- 
son had applied to (General Brooke, com- 
inandiuK the depai tment of the Platte, 
for federal troops, but General Brooke 
denied tliat any such request had been 
made. There is still much feeling, and 
Kellv's return to Conndl Blnfls may 
awaken another storm. 

The Union Pacific sent tho eastbonnd 
passengers around to connect with the 
Northwestern at Blair, Neb., so the lHt< 
ter company would not need to run 
trains to Cuunoil Bluffs. 

Ex-Com.'reesman W. M. Pusey of 
Couuoil Bluffs is on bis way to Cmcai^ 
in company with General Manager B^ 
John of the Rook Island to urge Presi- 
dent C;iblo to give the men a train. '

APPRO PRIATION BILLS. 
IHialr Path Thronfh the Hotua May lie 

strewn With Tliorim. 

WASHLVuruN, April 21. - There is 
prospect that the jiath of the ap^irojiria- 
tion bills pending in the hou.se may not 
be as easy as congressional leaders have 
especttd. Representative Cannon of 
Illinois has been asking questions on the 
various items of the diplomatic an<l con- 
sular bill, so tliat instead of being pil8^ed 
in an hour and a half as was antici- 
pated, it has been a center of contention 
for three legislative days. 

The plan has been to get the bills out 
of the way af a very early day, so that 
the house might hold the senate to m;- 
oonut for duiays on the taritf and could 
also take up public bills other than for 
ai)propriatioTW. However, Mr. Can- 
non's course, if applied to the other 
bill, will e.xtend the i.ebate for some 
weeks, as the routine of going in and 
>ut of committee of the whole consumes 
mu>.'ii time. 

'I have no disiiosition to delay the 
appropriation bills," Mr. Cannon said, 
'but I do not intend to let them be rail- 
roaded through the house. I will call 
attention to all increases iu expenditures 
and to all decreases w^ich threaten the 
dafioianoy of the public service."

THE "BLACK KNOT." 



Representative Matthews Gives Some 
Valuable InforinatloiiCoiiMn- 
IflfaDlniti 



tktki Hm ProTfd V«ry DtitnietlTe 

to Plum and Cherry TrtM. 
The New Law. 



Hon. Walter Mattliewi, of Mayslick, 
Maaon County's Representative in the 
last Legislature, was the author of the 
bill paeeed to provide for the extermina- 
tion of the diaeaae known as " black 
knot " tlmt hiin proved so destructive to 
plum and cherry trees of late years. At 
the ttiftgection the BuLLirnr, Mr. Mat- 
thewB has prepared an article on the 
subject, which is published for the in- 
formation of fruit giowera and the pub- 
lic in general. He says : 

"As early as 1819 Prof. W. D. Peck, of 
Cambridge, Bfaas., attribated the oaoae 
of this disease in plum and cherry trees 
to insects. The fact that eggs, or larva, of 
the curcMlio were commonly found in 
the tissue of the knots has been a strong 
argument with many in support of the 
Peck theory, while others believe the 
knots to be caused by a apecies of gall 
fly. However, none of the beetles, in- 
clmling curculio, are known to be gall- 
producing insects, and it was so argued 
by the entomologiit, B. D. Walsh, in a 
paper published iu ISOl. Other early 
writers attributed the cause to a diseased 
oondition of the sap, which, of ooorse, 
explains notliinp;. ViuiouH tlioorios have 
been advanced, some very near the true 
cause, at difTerent timea, but up to 1872 
little was known of the funpus. In that 
year Prof. C. H. Peck, State Botanist of 
New York, gave the first correct account 
of it, followed by a full and complete one 
of the life and history of the fungus, by 
Dr. W. G. Farlow, of Harvard, in 187(5, 
which remains to-day as the accepted 
theory of all scientists on the cause of 
the disease. 

" The true cause of the disease is due 
to a low form of paraaitic fnngna. None 
of this order bear true seed and are prop- 
agated by spores or simple cells. Smut 
on com and wheat belong to this genus. 
Nearly or quite all of them are parasitic 
in their habits. An interesting experi- 
ment maybe obtained by takinga granule 
of smut and placing it in water at a tem- 
perature of fifty-five to sixty degrees for 
a few days and noting the changes. 

" It is now an established fact that 
summer and winter spores are matured. 
The ' knots' may first be noticed in the 
fall as a slight swelling ot the part, and 
if carefully inspected it will be found 
that numbers of thread-like fibers have 
penetrated the inner bark, causing the 
enlarged condition of the surface. This 
swelling continues in the spring until 
the bark of the tree is ruptured, allowing 
the protrusion of numeroaa points of the 
fungi threads. On these and near the 
ends are borne the sumuier spores which 
are developed about the month of May, 
and about midsummer turn black. Hav- 
ing ripened and disciiarged the summer 
spores this part is no longer active, ex- 
cept possibly about the margin, which 
may continue to grow and develop win- 
ter spores ready for germination abont 
January. 

" The spores may be distributed by ac- 
cidental and natural causes. When 
carried by the wind many fall on other 
trees that in tnm become distributing 
points for infection. 

"The cultivation of these spores by 
artificial means, in an infusion of prunes 
on bread, has been accomplished suc- 
cessfully by several persons whose re- 
ports I have and would prefer to publish 
them, but refrain from doing so for lack 
of space. • 

"So destructive has become this 
disease, says Dr. Farlow, that in 1876 a 
peck of damsons was sold in the Boston 
market for $2.60 and in parts of Xow 
England nearly or quite all of certain 
varieties of cherries and plum treea have 
been destroyed. Having noticed for 
more than twenty years the destruction 
of plum trees and having lost some cher- 
ry trtfes myself from this disease, and 
recognising the almost universal want of 
correct information aa to the true cause 
of tlie trouble was my inducement for 
oflering the bill, passed at the last ses- 
sion of our General Assembly. Such course 
has been commended, since the enact- 
ment, by Dr. Gorman, Entomologist and 
Botanist at our Experiiuenl Station 
located at Lexington; Dr. Ualstead, 
Botanist and Horticulturist of New Jer- 
sey, Vho also asked for a copy of the 
law, he having suggested such course in 
an artksle for the 'Garden and Forest' 
published in tlie i.ssue April Iflth, 1800. 

" During the pending of the bill a com- 
munication from Dr. Erwin F. Smith, 
wlio is in charge of the division of Veg- 
etable Pathology at Waahington, D. C, 
was read in the Senate chamber, result- 
ing; in every Senator present voting favor- 
ably. This letter was written Feb. 13th, 



on the same day of t!ie issue of the Hi i.- 
LBTiw containing the publication of Mr. 
Jno. A. Coburn's article claiming tlie 
'bag worm' to be tlie ennse of 'black knot.' 
I refer liini and others so believing to 
Bulletin 47. page of our Experiment 
Station, iwhere a good description of 
the habits and life of this insect is given. 

"Our only hope in the present state of 
knowledge on tlie subject for the control 
of the disease consists in burning the 
parts afl'ected as indicated in tiie hiw re- 
cently passed. It has been stated that 
when a branch or limb is cut off and left 
on the ground the spores will be ripened 
and will grow, therefore to be effective it 
must be burned before the spores are 
ri]icned and disciiarged. One careless 
or negligent person in a neighborhood 
will make non-effective the work of all 
the others. Henoe the neoeaaity of the 
law. 

" In conclusion I desire to acknowledge 
my indebtedness to Dr. H. Gorman, of 
I-exington, Ky., J. C. Humphreys, B. S. 
Mycologist, Dr. C. A. Goessmann, of 
Amherst,Mas8achusetts,and Dr. Byron D. 
Halstead, of New Brunsrick, New Jersey, 
for valuable information, and also to 
Senator S. J. Pugb for his aid during the 
pending of the bill in the Senate."

For the fanner. 

Some things have been learned of late 
years in regard to potatoes. This is the 
moat salable and profitable crop grown. 
It costs but a little more than corn, but 
it yields nearly ten times as uuich as 
corn. An exchange says : " The seed 
should be deprived of the top end, where 
many eyes are gatlicrcil toj^ctluT, uiilc^^s 
it is cut small. Three stems together are 
enough. In catting the seed, which 
should 1)1' selected of incdiuni-si/cd 
tubers, the top end is removed and kept 
for the fowls or pigs, the best use for 
them, and the remainder are cut length- 
wise in two pieces. A tuber the size of 
a hen's egg is the best. The seed ia best 
placed eighteen inches apart in rows 
thirty-six inches apart. A vigorous 
plant will meet its neighbor in the next 
row at this distance. This is a potash 
crop, and wood ashes, which contain pot- 
ash and lime, is the best fertilizer for it." 

The Carlisle Mercury saya Colonel 
Thompson S. Parks, of Nicholas County, 
has a field in w hich he has planted corn 
for fifty-three years, save one, and that 
year he planted rye, and it grew so rank 
it could not be luirvcstcil. Each of the 
tifty-two corn crops were large yields, 
and last year's was aztra good.

New Orleans, April 2 1.— Captain 
Oercbon of the steamer Prorassor Hone, 
tgom Puerto <^rtez, Hondarw, reports 
that Tuesday noon, when he was aboa ; 
198 miles from tiie PasNs, in latitnde »1 
and longitude fiSi'M, tbe ship entered 
large pitch of green water, and tliare 
was every indication of a ahoal of large 
extent. He said that the green water 
extended on erery side as far a-< he could 
see, and there were ripples plainly visi 
Ue, as in a riTer. 

The ship sailed for six hours, or a dis- 
tance of ftU miles, before getting over the 
shoal, and imme.liately a strong current 
was met flowing in a soathnsontheaat di- 
rection at the rate of two knots an hour, 
The discovery of this shoal duiubfound- 
ed the ca[>tani, as he had piisued over the 
same spot many times betore and never 
notioeait. He thought it was formed 
by some Tolcanio emption or uubiuarine 
explosion. The current flowing south- 
southeast was noticed as a nio^t unusual 
occurrence, and the log reKi--<tered laH 
miles to the Passes, when the true dis 
tance by chart is only 1U4, thus showing 
the strength of its flow. 

The captain said he thought son 
very great distnrbunco had tdten place 
in the gulf, and that it would be neces- 
sary for the governinHUt to send a ship 
to make a search for any new shoals or 
onrrents. This shoal was not the one 
reported by the captain of tlie Albert 
Daaieni Bom« davii ago, as tiut shoal 
was only lo miles from the mouth of the 
Pass, wnlle this one was at least 125. 
The captain did not make any soondings, 
therefore he did not kaowB fha axact 
depth of water.

Short Hoar. 
Charleston, April 21.— The news of 
the handing down of tbe dispensary law 
decision by the state sainrame oonrt was 

received here shortly after 10 a. m. An 
hour later upwards of 800 "blind tigers" 
had recovered their eyesight and were in 
full Mast.

To me there was a 
tlngeof sadness that went straight to the 
heart. I occupied tho exalted position of 
justice of the iH>acp. Now, a justice «f 
the peace in Montana in early days was a 
bigger man than the chief justice of the 
United States is todio^ and had a per- 
petual variety entertainment. He mar- 
ried jieople, buried the dead, putoutflrw, 
tookadrink with everybody, refereeddog 
fights, settled family rows, preached, 
made speeches and had to be ready for 
any kind of work. For this aggregation 
of duties be was called judge, but if be 
rendered a wrong decision Us name was 
Dennis. 

One cold morning 1 was v.aitcd upon 
by a di legiilion of gamblers and inform- 
ed that one of the girls was dead. They 
said she had passed in her checks during 
the night, and as she was the slickest 
girl in the camp she was to have a 84 
carat scndoff and no mistake. I went 
around to see the body to find out, if 
possible, the cause of lier death. I was 
satisfie'1 that the girl had taken morphino 
and died from the effects, and so I ren- 
dered my decision, which satisfied all. I 
set the hour for the funeral and returned 
to the cabin to prepare my rsttiarks. 
There was not a Bible in the camp, and 
so I had to play it alone. It was a cold, 
stormy Montana \vinter day, and that 
added much to the sadness of tho occa- 
sion. The grave was dug out among the 
pines, and a more God forsaken plaos it 
would have been hard to find, (rati* was 
tbe best we had or could get. 

The hour arrived; tho procession in m- 
ed, myself in front of tho pallbearers, 
consisting of gamblers, with the body in 
a rough pine box. Next came tbe girls 
of the town and the Iraainess men in tho 
rear. Wo wandad our way slowly to tho 
last resting place, where, alone and un- 
known, amid the rooks and pines, with 
the awful stillness of the mountains, all 
that was earthly of that unfortunate girl 
would stay until tbe last day. 
No one could pray; no one could sing, 
poured out my soul to my Ood in my 
poor, stumbling way — told him all about 
it. We were unanimous in the belief 
that she was more sinned against than 
sinning, and would he in his infinite good- 
ness and loving kindness forgive her, 
wipe out all the black spots on her soul, 
forget her past and save her for her soul's 
sake? Would he suspend all rules, throw 
open wide the portals of heaven, have 
sweetest music played on a thousand 
golden harps and bid that poor, tired, 
sin stained soul enter the realms of hap- 
piness, purity and rest? 

It was our funeral, because everybody 
did all they could. There were but few 
of all kinds, to bo sure, but humans 
with souls to save. There aro many of 
the old boys scattered through the north- 
west who will recollect that stormy 
Montana day, and how we knocked at 
eternity's door for admittance for that 
girl's soul, and all will agree that our 
knocking was not in vain— that tho gates 
were thrown open and forgiveness and 
xwt came to her.-Orting Onoto.
